Many thousands killed and hundreds of 
thousands injured is a high price to pay 
for the convenience of auto transportation. 
Delta county has within the past week 
been shocked by the death of five men in 
three highway accidents.

ENER AL EISENHOWER and Governor 
Stevenson, the major party presiden­ 
tial nominees, are both essentially men of 
decent character and high motive. May we 
therefore look forward to a campaign free 
of mud slinging and wild charges? 
Perhaps we could if the campaign were 
to be left w h o l l y to the nominees them ­ 
selves. Although even, here there could be 
no flat assurance. Competing for the Sen­ 
ate in New York three years ago, John Fos­ 
ter Dulles and Senator Lehman, two high- 
minded men, fought like w aterfront roust­ 
abouts. 
But of course, the candidates will not be 
alone on the hustings. 
Each will have a 
host of free-swinging helpers who will feel 
no particular compulsion to observe the 
political niceties. 
The slugging may be 
severe. 
Many will say that the nominees are 
handicapped not alone by their gentlem an­ 
ly tendencies but by their closeness on 
m any issues—especially in foreign affairs. 
Both 
are 
moderate middle-of-the-road 
men. 
If you scan their public utterances 
carefully, you find amazing similarity at 
m any points. 
Despite these basic parallels, however, a 
marked difference in emphasis is inevita­ 
ble in the coming campaign. 
Stevenson 
perforce will have to defend the Demo­ 
cratic record and extol its program. 
Eisenhower will be free to assail those 
things. 
Right here is the critical area for the 
Republicans. 
Many 
non-party 
members 
feel 20 years is more than long enough for 
one party to hold power. Many are dis­ 
turbed over one phase or another of Demo­ 
cratic rule—conduct of the Korean war, 
corruption in Washington, failure to halt 
inflation, and so on. 
These people want to hear the Demo­ 
crats criticized. But they want more. They 
want to know what positive, constructive 
ideas the Republicans have for doing the 
job 
better. 
Mere 
denunciation 
is 
not 
enough to attract legions of wavering vot­ 
ers. 
Denunciation 
unmatched by construc­ 
tive, hopeful plans is the specialty of the 
extremist. And the great lesson of the two 
conventions in Chicago was the shoving of 
the extremists into the background. 
The 
moderates won, because they believe peo­ 
ple are fed up with extremism and seek a 
middle course. 
This 
outcome— Eisenhower vs. Steven­ 
son—may not make for a sharp cleavage 
on issues and men as some observers feel 
we should have. However that may be, the 
largest part of the voting populace, as it is 
read by politicians whose business it is to 
judge accurately, wants the kind of result 
Chicago produced. 


In one case a charge of negligent homi­ 
cide has been placed against the driver of 
a car alleged to have struck and killed two 
young hitch hikers. 
In the second accident a car occupied by 
a group of young men collided with anoth­ 
er car and rolled over several times. 
And in the third accident one person 
was killed. 
Michigan does not limit the speed of au­ 
tomobiles on the open road. Motorists can 
drive as fast as they deem to be safe. 
The responsibility under the law, there­ 
fore, devolves upon the man behind the 
wheel to be careful, to use good judgment, 
to be aware of conditions of the road and 
of traffic. 
W hat we are trying to point out is that 
no speed law exists on the open road and 
traffic patrolmen and law enforcement of­ 
ficers cannot be on hand to tap the driver- 
on the snoulder and warn: “You are going 
too fast!” 
But what law enforcement can do is to 
make full and complete investigations of 
every accident; prefer complaints and issue 
w arrants where justified; 
to 
vigorously 
prosecute in an effort to convict those who 
by careless and negligent driving imperii 
their lives ana the lives of others on the 
road. 
Until 
this is done the toll of highway 
deaths will continue. Perhaps Michigan, in 
the interest of highway safety, should con­ 
sider imposing speed limits 
for 
through 
traffic on the open road. That might assist 
in controlling the dangerously 
reckless 
speeder.

transportation 
to

hoof-and- 
mouth disease for the House Agriculture 
Committee, of which Cooley is chairman 
and his sister is clerk. 
The hoof-and-mouth disease in which 
the United States is chiefly interested is in 
Argentina and Mexico, and, while it exists 
in Europe, there is no meat imported from 
Europe to the United States. Why it was 
necessary for Cooley’s sister to go to Eu­ 
rope remains something of a mystery. 
Congressman Cooley has also requested 
the Air Force to supply a special plane to 
take a large group of congressmen 
and 
senators to the Inter-Parliam entary Union 
at Berne, Switzerland, on August 28. 
This trip appears to be justified since 
the Inter-Parliam entary Union is ail im­ 
portant gathering for world cooperation. 
Cooley insisted, 
however, 
that the Air 
Force supply a Constellation which costs 
$88 an hour for gas. and oil alone, not in­ 
cluding the salaries of the crew

In Diagnosis Of Disease

Pain extending down 
the arm rn an important symptom of dis­ 
ease ol the coronary arteries such as an­ 
gina pectoris or coronary thrombosis.

harmful iii diagnosis and eventual cure, 
therefore, pain can be helpful rather than 
But pain can be and often is useless. Tile 
pain of an advanced cancer, for example, 
does not help in diagnosis nor does it aid 
m treatment. Once the diagnosis of tile un­ 
derlying disease has been marie, the pain 
which it causes is of little value to physi­ 
cians and a serious problem to the suffer­ 
ing patient. 
In useless pain, 
the pain-killing drugs 
are particulaily important. Even such mild 
medicines as aspirin can be helpful.

William H. Beaudot sells ready- 
to-eat popcorn in 48 states. Alaska, 
Cuba and Israel. 
His popcorn is 
dispensed in stores, clubs and “any­ 
place where people walk in and 
out.” 
Formerly a bus driver for Chi­ 
cago Transit Authority, he is one 
I of the country’s largest popcorn 
j processors. 
“I don’t have a hobby now.” he 
said. “It’s a business. I started 
with a little kettle in the kitchen 
at home. I was working only three 
hours a 
day and six 
days 
a week, 
so I had a lot of time on 
my 
hands.” 
He first operated a part-tim e 
peanut-vending machine business. 
That was in 1941. He had increas­ 
ed his original five machines to 
300, when lie sold his business to 
go into 
the army. He 
was re ­ 
jected. 
Quits Bus Driving 
Beaudot, 52, immediately start­ 
ed a new enterprise by investing 
in popcorn vending machines. He 
popped corn at home and deliver­ 
ed it to 25 Chicago movie theaters. 
He quit 
his bus-driving job 
in 
1943. 
He began making his own 
warming and dispensing machines 
in 1948. Now he has 24,000 “coun­ 
ter warmers” in service. 
Beaudot is president of the N a­ 
tional Popcorn Manufacturers As­ 
sociation.

She gets double 
the allowance my older sister 
and I get. 
She gets ice cream 
twice a day while my sister and 
I get it only every two days. 
Please tell me what I can do 
about this.” 
(A) Why don’t you and your 
older sister have a heart-to-heart 
talk with your parents about the 
way they are spoiling your young­ 
er sister? 
They may not realize 
just what they are doing or how 
you and your sister feel about it. 
The baby of a family is often 
spoiled as your little sister is. But, 
it certainly is not fair to her nor 
to you and your sister. 
Let your 
parents know how you feel about 
the matter and why you are asking 
them to change their tactics. 
Tell them that you and your 
sister naturally cannot 
feel 
as 
kindly toward the little girl as 
you would like to because of their 
favoritism. 
As the youngest, she 
certainly is not entitled to as big 
an allowance as you and your sis­ 
ter get because she does not need 
as much money as you do.

Windrowing Grain 
Advised To Cut 
Lodging Hazard 


Windrowing grain before com­ 
bining is suggested by county agent I 
J. L. Heirman as a means of re­ 
ducing the lodging hazard during 
a wet period such as the present 
harvest season in the Upper Pen­ 
insula promises to be. 
Grain can be cut at binder stage 
before excessive 
lodging 
occurs 
and laid down in a windrow on top 
of standing stubble. 
The stubble 
holds the grain off the ground and 
permits circulation of air through 
the windrow. 
Windrowed grain will dry more 
rapidly than shocked grain. It doe;- 
not sprout as quickly during long 
periods of wet weather as grain in 
tight bundles. 
Weeds and green 
straw dry out more quickly. 
Farm ers will find that they have 
more leeway in picking a time to 
combine grain out of the windrow 
than they have where direct com 
billing is practiced, Heirman said 
When 
combining 
ripe 
standing 
grain is delayed by several days 
of rain or high humidity, losses 
from shattering and crinkling may 
be severe. 
Commercial 
windrowers 
are 
available. However, the job can be 


done with a grain binder by re - 
1 
moving the needle and kickers and I 
allowing the loose grain and straw I 
to travel 
unobstructed over the 
deck. 
When the binder is used, I 
the hitch and tractor wheel spac-1 
ings must be adjusted so that the 
grain falls on .standing stubble and 
not into the w heel tracks left from j 
the previous round. 
Pick-up attachments are avail­ 
able for all makes of combine. 
Wide throat combines will need an 
additional attaenment for spread-

Prevent Mildew 
By Using These 
Aids For Drying 


The rule for preventing mildew 
is to keep things clean, aired and 
dry. 
But in hot, hum id w eather 
m any a housewife has found dif­ 
ficulty in keeping her house and 
its contents dry. 
Fortunately, to­ 
day she can get help from the new 
electrical drying equipm ent and 
also from new chemicals that ab ­ 
sorb moisture from the air. 
The 
electric dehum idifiers, sometimes 
called “basem ent dryers,” draw in 
dam p air, condense the moisture 
and then drain it off. 
D ehum idi­ 
fiers are useful w herever conden­ 
sation causes 
m oisture 
damage. 
They should be used with doors 
and windows closed. 
Silica 
gel, 
activated 
alumina 
and the fam iliar calcium chloride 
are chemicals th at absorb 
mois­ 
ture from the air, and sell in de­ 
partm ent or drug 
stores, 
som e­ 
times under trade names. 
Silica 
gel and activated alum ina ale not 


harm ful to fabrics, hold m oisture 
w ithout dripping, m ay be dried 
out in a slow oven and used again 
and again. 
They m ay h an g in 
cloth bags in closed closets or be 
placed in open containers on the 
floor or preferably a shelf in the 
closet. 
Calcium chloride is cheaper and 
takes up more m oisture then these 
new er 
chemicals—in 
fact, 
holds 
twice its weight of w ater. B ut as 
it absorbs moisture, it liquefies. It 
should not come in contact with 
clothing, 
household 
furnishings, 
floors or walls. 
To use, p u t the 
g ran u lar chloride on a nonrusting 
container—enamelware, 
crockery 
or glass. 
Then place the open 
container in a closet and keep the 
door 
shut. 
Then 
the 
calcium 
chloride becomes liquid, replace it 
with a fresh, dry supply.

These 
m ay be kept to ripen in a cool 
b asem en t or, for faster ripening 
at room tem perature— aro u n d 70 
degrees F. 
If you have a sm all q u an tity 
of rip e peaches to hold for a few 
days o r a week, keep th em in the 
re frig e ra to r—just above freezing, 
if possible.
